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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 2 has been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites a vessel cap comprised a cap housing having a sealing member 
for sealing the vessel opening, and a pressurizing member linked to a retaining part for 
the sealing member. The pressurizing member is configured such that that the sealing 
member is biased to remain closed until pressure is applied, opens upon the application 
of the pressure and then returns to the closed state upon the removal of pressure. The 
cap also includes an attached housing having symmetric shaft bearings in the side walls 
that allow an arm of the pressurizing member to be slightly moved to and fro during 
rotation of the pressurizing member. The Examiner did not find prior art that contained 
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or suggested this combination of features. Claim 13 recites a method of collecting a 
reagent that includes manipulating the cap. 

The Examiner considers the prior art Perrella and Ostrowsky to be the closest 
prior art. These references both teach a closing element having sealing and 
pressurizing members configured such that the sealing member remains closed until 
pressure is applied and then returns to the closed state upon the removal of pressure, 
but they do not teach a cap housing having symmetric shaft bearings in the side wall for 
allowing an arm of the pressurizing member to move while supported by the bearings. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
